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Create your own bunch of flowers. Just cut six 
circle or flower Post-it Notes around the edge to 
form petals. Double them up for great effect. 

Cut a contrasting small circle from the sticky part 
of another Post-it and stick into the centre 

Next, pierce a hole through the centre of the 
flower and thread a pipe cleaner through, 
bending the top over to secure 

Finally, place two hearts onto the stem and write

sticky fixers for a 3-D effect. 


A card can really shine - with a bit of sparkling 
silver or gold.
